ENGLAND’S MOVE. 
THE ANGLO-TURKISH TREATY. 

Loxpon, July 9.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon, the Under-Secretary for the For- 
eign Departmemt, in answer to a question of 
William Edward Forster (Liberal), said the En- 
glish ratification of the convention with Turkey 
was sent to Constantinople some time ago and 
everything was settied. Baring, one of the 
second Secretaries of the Constantinople Lega- 
tion, has taken a flrman to Cyprus. We have 
not yet,” said Bourge, had official notifica- 
tion that the convention has been formally | 
fied to the Powers. 

THE REMODELING PROCESS. 

Lonpon, July 9.—A Berlin correspondent 
says: Considerable sensation was created 
here by the news of the Anglo-Turkish alliance, 
and the cession of Cyprus. There is a feeling 
that the Oriental question bas entered upon a 
new and decisive stage, and that the remodeling 
process will continue alter the Berlin meeting 
is over. Some diplomatists have no besitation 
in saying thatthe European and African do- 
mains of the Porte are less likely to remain in 
statu quo for the protection specially awarded 
tothe Levant. The first move, it is thought, 


will be made by the Roman Catholic Afbanians®

No little 
curiosity is felt respecting the action of France

FRENCH SENTIMENT. 

Loxpox, July 9.—A Paris dispatch says: 
“The arrangement between England and Tur- 
key, especially the acquisition of Cyprus, is not 
favorably received by public opinion here. Some 
newspapers are verv bitter against it.“ 

A PROTEST. 

Lonwpon, July 9.—The National Federation of 
Liberal Associations in Birmingham have issued 
a circular urging an immediate general protest 
agafhst the virtual annexation of Cyprus, and 
secret conclusion of an alliance with Turkey. 

WOLSELEY’S COMMAND. 

Lonpow, July 10—5 a. m.—The morning jour- 
nals announce in official form that Sir Garnet 
Wolseley will sail on Saturday for Cyprus. He 
will take with him a brigade of British troops 
from Malta, in addition to the Indian contin- 
gent. 

ITALIAN OPINION. 

Romz, July 9.—The Diritto, the Ministerial 
organ, does not think European public opinion 
will view the occupation of Cyprus in a very 
friendly manner. 

THE CZAR. 

Lonpon, Ju 10—5 a. m.—A correspondent 
says the Czar does not view the acquisition of 
Cyprus so favorably as Prince Gortschakoff 
does. 

UNFOUNDED. 

Lonponr, July 10—5 a. m.—A dispatch from 
Berlin declares that the rumor that the Russian 
delegates mean to protest against the occupa- 
tion of Cyprus is unfounded. 

SCHOUVALOFF. 

Vrewna, July 9.—The Political Correspondence 
states that Count Schouvaloff was apprised of 
the Anglo- Turkish understanding three weeks 
ago.

TAKEN POSSESSION. 

Lonpon, July 10—5 a. m. It is believed that 
the British flag was hoisted at Cyprus on Mon- 
day by Lord John Hay, commander of the 
Channel squadron, who had sealed orders to 
that effect to De opened on receipt of a tele- 
graphic dispatch. 

BATOUM. 

BuLi, July 9.—it is believed the Congress 
decided that, while Batoum is made a free port, 
the territory principally innabited by the Lazis 
is excepted from Russian control. In return 
for this concession, the British Plenipotentiaries 
accepted the substitution of the expression 
“essentially commercial,” instead of “* exclu- 
sively commercial,“ as applied to Batoum. 

SOFIA. 

Much controversy has been proceeding on the 
dubject of the Sanjak of Sofia between the Rus- 
sian and Austrian military delegates, the latter 
proposing a strategieal line reducing the terri- 
tory of the Sanjak nearly one-half. It is under 
stood that Count Schouvaloff has retained the 
territory which the Military Committee pro- 
posed to take away from the Sanjak. 

SATISFACTORY SETTLEMENT. 

The Congress, in to-day’s sitting, disposed of 
several additional frontier questions of a minor 
character, and arrived at a satisfactory settle- 
ment relative to Batoum. The report is con- 
firmed that the razing of the fortifications of 
Batoum has not been f ly broached in the 
Congress. It is stated that d special under- 
standifig will be entered into on this subject. 
The question as to the fortifications on the land 
side will not be discussed, so that in that re- 
spect Russia will be unrestricted. 

It is declared in high Russian circles that this 
settlement of the Batoum question was ar- 
ranged at a private interview between Lord 
Beaconsfield and Prince Gortschakoff this morn- 
ing. The settlement leavesthe Lazi territory 
under the Turks’ control. It is also declared 
that at the same interview Lord Beaconsfield 
fully and frankiy 
DEFENDED THE ANGLO-TURKISH CONVENTION. 
Prince Gortechakoff replied that Russia saw 
nothing opjectionable in the convention, as she 
en no projects for aggrandizement on 
the coast of Asiatic Turkey.

CUSTOMS. 


An Important Reform Immediately Insti- 
tuted by Secretary Sherman upon the 
Recommendation of the as 
Com mission. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune 
New York, Juiy 9.—About a week ago the 
Customs Commission made a special report to 
the Secretary of the Treasury on the subject of 
the practice at this port in examining imported 
merchandise for damage allowances. The re- 
port showed that the Treasury regulations bave 
been systematically violated. Instances were 
given of allowances granted upon examination 
of less than 1 per cent of the packages upon 
which claim for damage was made. The Com- 
mission called attention to the fact that the 
regulations explicitiy require the opening and 
inspection of the contents of every package upon 
which damage is allowed, and urged that the 

Appraiser be required to enforce such regula- 

tions.. Yesterday an order from the Secretary 

of the Treasury was received by Appraiser 

Dutcher, embodying the recommendations of 

the Commission, and peremptorily ordering 

him in the future to require from the Damage 

Allowance Division a rigid compliance with the 

regulations. Mr. Dutener has been besieged with 

objections 1 particularly in the case of an 
importation of 000 mats of sugar, on which 
claim for damage was made on 10,000 mats. 

The importer compiained that the damage 


caused by opening every mat might ual 
that awarded on the whole ot. 
Mr. Dutcher will, however, enforce 


tho order rigidly, and this practice will doubt- 
less greatly reduce the aggregate of damage al- 
lowances at this port. Western merchants ma 
take courage. 80 far as the public is ioform 
this is the first specific recommendation made 
by the Commission. The promptness with 
which Secretary Sherman acted in this case 
shows that he is in full sympathy with the Com- 
mission in its efforts to reform the Customs 
Service, and ready to adopt the most sweeping 
and vigorous measures whenever a case de- 
manding action is presented. It is understood 
that the session of the Commission is vearing 
its close, and it is believed that several im nor- 
taunt recommendations have been or soon will be 
made keoking to radical reforme in * service 
at this port. .

the control of the New York Central. A secret 
conference was held this afternoon, merely pre- 
limivary to the general meeting to-morrow, 
which will be attended by nearly all the princt- 
pal offivers of the roads named. To-day’s meet- 
ing was attended by William H. Vanderbilt, J. 
H. Rutter, General Traffic Manager of the New 
York Central, John B. Dutcher, General 
Stock Agent, J. C. Noyes, General Freight 
Agent of the Indianapolis & St. Louis Railroad, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Firat Vice-President of 
the New York Central; William K. Vanderbilt, 
the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew; John Neweil, 
General Manager of the Lake Shore; H. B. Led- 
yard, General Mavager of tbe Michigan Central; 
J. A. Griera, of Chicago; aud George Darling, 
of Rochester. 
The vrincipal subject of discussion Was the 
equalization of freightson the Michigan Central, 
Lake Shore, and Canada Soutbern Katiroads. 
There has been considerable dieappolutment 
over the decrease in business on the 
Lake Shore Road. A _ dividend of 3 
per cent was expected, but the earnings fell off 
(so a Central Kallroad official saya) so heavily 
during the last three months, through suicidal 
competition with the Michigan Central and 
Canada Southern Roads, that a dividend of only 
per cent was declared. The game officer says 
these three northern roads, runing almost side 
by side, although all substantially under Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s control, habe been competing with 
each other so strongly that vone of them have 
returned such profita as they vught to. The 
Lake Sbore is now doing a very poor business, 
and has been since the active competition began, 
and something must be done for its protection, 
or the losses will be still greater. This is the 
key-note to the Saratoga railroad meetings. 
The New York Central fs the prime mover. 
There is the Central Road, on the north, 
divided in its western part practically into 
three branches, the Michigan Central, Lake 
Spore, and Canada Southern, and these three 
branches doing their best zo ight each other to 
death; on the south, the Erie, Pennsvivania 
Central, and Baltimore & Ohio doing their best 
to take away the Central’s business. It did 
not take Mr. Vanderbilt long to see that this 
was too great a strain on the Central —-not only 
three fair rivais, but the three ends 
of his road eating each other 
up. So he called these meetings 
to remedy the evil, if possible. His plan is, 
first, to make a pool Inthe Michigan Central, 
Canada Southern, and Lake Shore Roads to 
stop the contentions in his own household, then 
to get the Erie, Pennsy!vavia, and Baltimore & 
Ohio Roads into a. pool with the New York 
Central, and, with these four trunk lines 
practically united, to control all the 
through traffic of the country and fix 
their own prices.

Slocum No. 2), and 
taken to 8 hotel, he intending to 
keep ber presence there a profound 
secret from the citizens. Mrs. Elmira Slocum 
ie n lady about 85 years of “ee ¢ood-lovking, 
and apparently ſutellcenk She says she was 
maimed to Siocum at New Buffalo, Mich., on 
the th of February, 1863, by the Rev. Erastus 
L. Kellogg. They went to the farm in a buggy 
arriving there on Friday, but Blocum objecte 
to being married on such an unlucky day, and 
the cer@mony was postponed until 12 o'clock 
at night. The lady aleo says that short- 
ly after this marriage, during the year 
1864, they took u their residence 
in Hannibal, and boarded first at the Planters’ 
House and subsequently at a beoarding-house 
near the hotel. Sue was there when her young- 
est child, now a girl ot 14 vears, was a babe. 
Mr. Slocum was at that time employed as Ruad- 
Master on the Hanuibal & St. Joe, under the 
present Mayor Hayward, of Hannibal. ter- 
wards they iived in various ci finally locat- 
ing in Eimira, three children being born to 
them. She says her marriage is on record 
m the office of the County Clerk 
of Berrien County, Mich., at Berrien 
Springs, and this fact is confirmed by 
the County Clerk in a dispatch to Chief-of-Po- 
lice McGraw.

HORTICULTURE. 


From Chicago to Milwaukee—The Folly of 
Shipping Berries Long Distances Demon- 
strated—What Alexander Mitchell Is Do- 
tng for Horticulture—Joseph Pollard, 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

MILwavuKes, Wis., July 6.—Taking a lake- 
boat at Chicago, I reached this beautiful city on 
the morning of the 4th, which was spent in a 
Patriotic way, with a fine display af fire-crackers 
in the evening, and no accidents. 

One of tne first places visited was the 

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE MARKETS. 

Milwaukee has, like Chicago, her South Wa- 
ter street, where the fruit commissfOn-merchants 
congregate, and vie with each other iu the sale 
of fruits and vegetables sent here to be sold on 
account, and reveive for their compensation the 
famous 10 per cent.“ | 

There are times when this market pays, for 
shipments sent here, fair and satisfactory brices ; 
but there are other times—and these are the 
prevaijing times—when shipments sent from 
long distances—say from Alton, St. Lowe, and 
Southern Illinois—do not pay the grower any- 
thing. Even when the, fruit reeches this des- 
tination in good order, it cannot be sold, iu 
many cases, for more than enough to pay ex- 
penses. Blackberries received from Alton were 
selhng at 6 cents per quart, and under that 
even. And, when the grower has paid 1 
cents per quart for picking, 155 cents for boxes, 
2\¢ vents for freight, 10 per cent for commis- 
siov, and something for dravage, besides suffer- 
ing in every shipment a greater or less loss from 
berries spoiled, it is easy to s¢e witere the money 
goes. Aud still the shipments continue to 
come, to the annoyance of the merchauts, and 
to the utter loss of the consignors of fruit. 

Raspberries are now daily reaching this mar- 
ket irom the South, and are almost uniformly 
in bad order, and have to go to peddlers, and 
sell for charges. Shipments in the strawberry 
season fared little better. When the market, 
by chance, is bare, good prices are obtained; 
but usually there is ay over-supply, and the 
goods, being perishable, go to logs, or are sold 
at ruinous prices to the shippers. Fine Wis- 
consin strawberries are now sclling here at 81 
per crate of sixteen quarts. I think I have said 
enough to cause those who read this article to 
cease the shipment oi berries from the far 
South, at this late season of the year, to this 
market. 

ALEXANDER MITCHELL’S GROUNDS. 

I net visited the grounds of Alempnder 
Mitchell, who is said to be the wealthiest man 
in Wisconsin. These grounds occupy one whole 
block, on Grand avenue, surrounded by au orna- 
mental iron fence on three sides, and a 
brick wall on the north, supporting the 
extensive glass-houses. The famiiy-man- 
sion is large. and every way becoming a 
millionaire. The living and dining rooms open 
immediately into avery large glass-house, 110 
feet long, thirty-three feet wide, and thirtv-five 
feet higb, with gallery. There are in this build- 
ing gravel walks and plcasuréd-grounds, and 
many curious structures that must be seen to be 
appreciated: they cannot be described. The 
fountain in the centre is unique, aud of won- 
derfal structure. It is eighteen feet high, 
twelve feet in diameter, and glitters all over 
with shells and fossils of every variety im- 
bedded in it. The centre column looks like the 
body of a tree trimmed of its limbs. Sixty gold- 
fish play in the water at the base, while 400 jets 
shoot upward, shadowing the whole in a beau- 
tiful spray. it is impossible to give any just 
idea of this novel fountain, as it Bits literally in 
a grove of palms, of rare varieties, and size, and 
beauty. 

The following are the names of the most 
noted among the palms. These are plants 
worth from 8100 to $300 each: Pandanus util- 
lis (screw-palm), twelve feet high; Phoenix dac- 
tylifera (date-palm),. fifteen feet high; Latania 
(golden-stem palm). eight feet high, twenty-four 
feet in circumference; Cycas revolula (sago- 
palm); Areca rubra, fifteem feet hich; Areca 
Verschaffeltii, nine feet high; Cycas circinalis, 
ten feet high; Prichardia Pucitica, which bas an 
immense leaf, nine feet high; with forty other 
varieties of palms. 

Among the o:her ‘plants in this house wortny 
of special bote are the tree-ferns, in variety, 
and of immense size. Also, I note a Century- 
plant (Agave Americana), weighigg over a ton, 
and ten feet high; and a tree of the Rubber- 
plant (Ficus elastica), thirty feet high, said to 
be the finest in the country. 

There is enough ip this building to occupy 
our attention for the whole day; but we have 
not time, and we pass out of this main building 
into the Green-House, seventy feet long, and 
containing an uncounted number aud varisty of 
plants, with here and there rockertes and water- 
falls, bv way of ornamentation. 

But we hasten ov, and are ushered into the 
Tropical House, forty-four feet long. Here we 
find plants from all tropical countries, 700 va- 
rieties. Joining this is a house, forty-eight feet 
long, devoted expressly to growing the pine- 

pie. | 

Mert comes the Grapery, seventy-five feet 

long, and containing ail the choice varieties. 

Some huge bunches are io sicht that will weigh 

not less than six pounds. The gardener said he 

frequently has bunches that, when ripe, weigh 
nine and ten pounds. | 

We next enter the Forcing Grapery, thirty- 

five feet long. Here we find black Hamburgs, 

Sully ripe, in buoches that are marvelous for 


We now come to a Miscellaneous House of 
ferns, thirty feet long, containing 100 varieties 
of all sizes. ' 

The Rose House—forty feet long and eighteen 
feet wide—ends the list, not to speak of the 
many pits, where thousands of plants are grow- 
ing, and whic, in due time, will de transplant-

Garden. Here are forty large beiis, with 11,000 
piants of different verieties, end everything in 
bloom—almost. In this garden ig a fountain for- 
ty-five feet in diameter, its ceutre is a rockery 
rising to the height of twenty-two feet. This 
fountain supports sixty-five large jets of water, 
and presents;a beautifal picture ou the grounds.

THE REPUBLIC’S DANGER. 


Gen. Garfield on the Peril ef the Future 
The Communistie Spirit Threatening Our 
Republican Institutions. 

Gen. James A. Garfield delivered the Fourth- 
of-July oration in Painesville, O. After reecount- 
ing the perils the Republic has safely passed in 
the past, he said: The troubles which will 
probably come upon us hereafter offer too wide 
u feld to speak of atlength, but I will name 
the most dangerous. I take it for granted that 
we will have no foreign wars; I take it for 
granted that there will be no attempt to disrupt 
the Union; I take it for granted that none will 
try to drive us from the seas. But, fellow-citi- 
zens, will we be able to keep our people so that 
they will have a love of law and good govern- 
ment sostrong that nomisrule or disorder will be 
possible! The troubies hereafter will be within 
ourselves. Andi want to say a single word on 
one danger. There has sprung up a notion 
that there is nothing divine in Governments; 
that they are the work of man, like this table 
or these chairs. Now, if that is true, he may 
knock the Government to pieces with the same 
immunity from responsibility with which he 
may knock to pieces those other works of his 
hand. The atheism of the times has worked its 
way until now itis trying to expel God from 
our Government. I do not propose to make a 
theological discourse, but will say that the 
Almighty cannot thus be ignored. To illustrate: 
Mau aud woman are under no obligation to 
found a family: yet after they have founded 
it, although up to that time all has been 
pb giving on their part, it becomes a part 
of the Divine plan, and the bunds canpot 
be broken with impunity, for a stroke at 
them is a blow at the gy And it 
is the same with a Government. True, we have 
the right to determine the form, but after it is 
established it is divine, and the voice of the 
magistrate is, for all lawful purposes, the voice 
of God, * The walls of Jerusalem were the work 
of human bands; the artisan pounded and ham- 
mered éven on the most sacred parts of it, and 
they owed their forms to him; but when it was 
done the workmian stood back, and the presence 
of God filled it. So, when our fathers set up 
this Government, it became the adopted child 
of God, and r against it is not ouly 
treason agulust the Country, but treason against 
God. But there is a struggle soon to come, 
against which must be brought to bear every 
element of patriotism and religion within our 
Goulines. A movement is goiug on to which we 
must not shut our eyes. It is the so-called 
war between pital and labor. The dis- 

turbing element in this case was not 

born -on the Hudson; it was bern on 
the Seine, and has no part in our life. Eighty 
years ago, when the bloody Commune of 

France, after its march of crueity and terror, was 

finally subjugated, the remnant fled across the 

ocean, and took refuge in New York, mn Phila- 
delphia, in Cincinnati, in Chicago, and in all our 
great cities. And this elemeut bas been work- 
ing ever since, and is working to-day to corrupt 
our people with the purpose of making a French 
nell in the heart of the United States. Toere 
may have been some excuse in France at that 
time, as in many of the monarchies of the Old 

Worid, for the existence of such a class. If I 

had lived there“it is possible I may have [elt like 

them, and rebelled against a 4 tyranny 
that had become almost too oppressive for en- 
durance. Butin this country there is no such 
condition of things. ‘bere is not a boy in this 
crowd, black or white, no matter bow poor or 
humble, if be has the ability and the energr, 
but may rise to the top; acareer is open to 
him, and therefore he has no need to 
resort to desperate and criminal remedies. 

tell you this element is foreign to 

us, aod wher it comes here it soon gets bap- 
tized. No doubt there are wrongs between 
capital and labor, and wherever they exist, in 
God's name, let them be righted! But make all 
obey the laws. * man who talks otherwise 
is ademagogue. if Christianity aud sights are 
to prevail against this danger it must be con- 
tronted by three things: First, intelligence, 
disseminated by the light of our schools; second, 
by giving all the play and force to Christian 
morality that it is capable of receiving; and, 
third, by using all our powers to enforce the 
laws.

The Would.Be Assassin of the German 
Emperor. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Evanston, III., Jaly 9.—Thinking thet per- 
haps the readers of The TRIBUNE would like 
to know something of Nobiling, the man who 
recently made the second attempt to assassinate 
the German Emperor, I have prepared the fol- 
lowing sketch of his life. I have collected the 
materials partly from Berlin papers, and partly 
from private letters from friends in Germany. 
Having swidied at Halle the year after Nobil- 
log left, I became acquainted with many men 
who knew him quite iutimately. How coulda 
man who had received the best eduction which 


Germany cold afford become a Social- 
ist t Or how could an educated man 
in his sane mind suppose that his 
cause could be aided by such a 


desperate means as assassination? The answer 
must be sought in the character of the man 
himself, and we may learn something of that 
by studying his life. 

Dr. Karl Nobiling was born on the 10th of 
April, 1848, ona royal domain near Birabaum, 
in Eastern Prussia. At an eariy age he entered 
the Preparatory School at Zuellichau, in the 
Province of Brandenburg. He graduated in 
due time, aod during the years 1871 and 1872 
studied for three semesters at the University of 
Halie. He heard lectures on Agriculture, 
Political Economy, and Natural Science. He 
then devoted himself for a time to practical 


agriculgure, and returned tothe University of 
Halle in 1874. This time he was enrolied as a 
law-studeut, and studied Political Science and 

Jurisprudence almost exclusively. In 1875 he 

weut to Leipsic, where be afterwards graduated, 

taking the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 

Frum the time of his graduation he applied him- 

self first to one thing and then to anotner, but 

seemed to be unable to make a success of any- 

thing. He bad a position in the Statistical 

Bureau at Berlin a short time, but was unable 

to give satisfaction. 

A former echoolinate of Nobiling’s draws the 

following picture of his character: Kari 

Nobiling visited, together with a younger 
brother, the Royal Gymnasium at Zuellichau. 

Both brothers wer, as far as theirs 
scuool-work was concerned, among the 

best scholars. Karl was particulariy able 

ip mathematics. Both passed the tinal exami- 


Altaough the two brothers were about equal in 
their work, there was an extraordinary differ- 
ence between them, as well in their dispositions 
as in their conduct. The younger brotber was 
tall and slim, bad pleasant manners, was ex- 
ceedingly sociable, and very much beloved by 
his schoolmates. Karl. on the coutrary, had a 
very insignificant appearance, and was smali of 
stature. He had but little to do with his com- 
panions, was very reserved towards them, 
worked always by himself, and 
showed no inclination to be sociable. The 
expression of his countenance, which was cup- 
5 and deceitful, bad little that was attractive 
tor his companions. He was very ambitious. But 
his endeavor to gain the favor of his teachers 
met with but littie success, as they did not like 
him oa account of his secrecy and reserve.“ 
Another schoolmate, speaking of him as he 
Was at this time Zuellichau, says that lle 
digplayed but little diligence in school. If he 
could copy his lesson, he was sure to do it; and 
yet he rose regularly from class to claes. 
excellent memory, and, above all. his clear and 
acute understanding, enabied him to master 
easily the most difficult subjects. He had 
neither heart nor conscience. All his actious 
were cool and calcalating, and were indicative 
of boundless selfiahuess. His whole endeavor 
was directed toward making money. Even at that 
time, we believed that he would, without the 
least remorse, betray his best friend tor money. 
i have never known a pefsoa so completely des- 
titute of noble aspirations and feelings. When 
we warm-hearted youths used to grow enthu-

views. 1 have often had the opportunity, in 
Politico-Economical Society, of listeniag to 
his expositions of Socialism, and discussing 
them with him. He could not be convinced. 
With an obstinacy bordering on onarrow- 
ness he adhered to opinions that he had once 
formed. And, even if he could not answer the 
arguments advanced tthem, he still clung 
to the conviction that his opinion was the cor- 
rect one. He stood quite alone in his Socialistic 
views,—which appeared to be based ona study 
of Lassalle’s writings,—and was considered by 
the other members of the Society as a very 
crotchety, one-sided man. He attempted to 
graduate in Halle, but, as his thesis had no 
scientific value whatever, Prof. Conrad returned 
it to bim several times to be worked over, Hay- 
ing become offended at this, he suddenly left 
Halle and went to Leipsic, where he offered 
the same thesis in a little different 
form, and, having studied two terms 
longer, took the degree of Doctor of Puilosophy. 
His thesis was publis in the ricultural 
Journal for 1877, under the title of ‘ Contribu- 
tions tu the History of Agriculture in the Saal 
District.’ He openly avowed his Socialistic 
views, visited the assemblies of the Social 
Democrats frequently, aud delivered several 
addressés on the Labor question before the 
Academical Agricultural Society. These ad- 
dresses betrayed no peculiar intellect abili- 
ties, and only served to draw upon “them the 
ridicule of his companions. He was known as 
the Communist.“ and many satirical songs, 
making sport of him and his opinions, were 
published from time to time inthe Bierzeitung."’ 
From the above sketches, it may be seen cht 
Karl Nobiling was an enthusiastic, fanatical 
Socialist. By the study of Communpistic writ- 
ings and theories he had become convinced that 
Sociatism was the only true theory, and that the 
quicker it is practically realized the better. That 
he had hopes of attaining his end by assassina- 
tion, we know from a remark he made to his 
servant-girl shortly before bisattempt. He had 
aid that, even if Hoedel (the one who made the 
Fret attempt) was a poor 2 better one 
would be found. She id: But, Herr Doc- 
tor, if the Emperor is assassinated, the Crown- 


Prince will take his place.”’ „Well. then,“ he 
replied. we will shoot right along, one after 
the other, until we establish the Republic.“ 


It is truly a sad thing when a strong 
political party is formed in a State, 
which aims to achieve its purpose by 
assassination of its opponents. And yet such 
is the party of the Social Democrats to-day in 
Germanys; a party so strong that it has fifteen 
Representatives in the National Parliament 
itself; party which sends a delegate from 
beneath the very walls of the palace. The City 
of Berlin seuds two Socialists to the Reichstag, 
aud every great manufacturing centre has at 
least one Socialistic Representative. it is sig- 
nificant that the two most despotic of civilized 
Governments, Prussia and Russia, have most to 
tear from the Socialists. Germany has more 
than twice as many members of the 
Internationals as England and America com- 
bined. In Germany, moreover, every Socialist 
is a soldier, drilled in the dest militar 

school of modern times. And, if it ever shoul 

come to a conflict, the Communists would be no 
mean antagonists. It is weill worth our while 
to follow clusely the course of events in the Old 
World. We are nearing with gigantic strides a 
condition where we shall have essentially the 
same problems to solve that our brothers be- 
yond the sea have now. Let us take heed. An 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure.

EX-PRESIDENT GRANT. 


Gen. G. M. Dodge, of Iowa, Describes His 
Meeting with Him in Paris—His Views of 
Unrepentant Rebels. 

The Burlington Hawkeye prints an extract, 
as follows, from a private letter from Gen. G. 
M. Dodge, who is now io Paris: 

Yesterday Gen. Grant was up to see me. He is 
looking well, better than I ever saw him, and yoa 
may know he got a warm welcome. I was very 
much interested in his description ef his tour in 
Europe. He has had @ very pleasant time. Next 
week he starts for a northern tour through Nor- 
way, Sweden, and Russia. Inthe fall be goes to 
Spain and Portugal, and next year home by way of 
the East, taking in the indies, China, and Javan, 
and finally landing on our shores at San Francisco. 
He is the same man I knew first as a great sol- 
dier, and later at the head of our Nation. It is 
surprising how fuliy posted he is upon al! our home 
affairs. In discussing the present situation, his 
ideas were so clear that 1 wish I cunld place them 
upon paper. He gives no uncertain sound as to the 
future of tne United States, is outspoken in the 
belief that loyal men must still control our Gov- 
ernment, and has no faith in the promises of unre- 
pentant kedele. He putit terseiy when he said 
that ‘Wade Hampton, as great a traitor as ever 
lived, praised President Hayes without stint to his 
Southern friends, but atthe same time told them 
that in another year no Republican party would 
exist in South Carolina. Such friends, the Gen- 
eral thinks, are no benefit to any President or 
country. He doesn't believe that treason can be 
made respectal e, even it it should be successful. 
For the President he had kind words to say, but 
hoped he would see it for his interest to boring to 
his advice tried Republicans, and to bis support a 
strong party, and seemed to think that was what 
was just now lacking. Of course 1 am not goin 
into the details of a private conversation, but 
may say tha: his talk was good for an old 
soldier ana a stanch Republican to hear, and would 
have raised the old-time fire in the hearts of all 
loyal lowa could they have heard it. I don't be- 
lieve that any interviewer, of the most subtle fac- 
ulties, could ¢raw from him a word as tothe future 
so faras he is personally concerned. He seems 
determined to complete his sight-seeing, do k 
thoroughly, go bome and find a quiet place. and 
settle dowu. But, unless | read the times wrongly, 
rt will not be long oefure the United States will de- 
mand at ite bent rong Government, anda man 
who can presérve I. against all comers and all 16- 
sues, and that mun will be Grant. I don't know 
but lam encroaching upon a private conversation, 
but I could not help telling you this much, for I 
find in some things he has been misrepresented. 
His time here is mostly taken by receptions and 
‘dinners, though he walks around quietly a good 
deal. His hotel is a long distance from mine, and 
he walked up and in upon me wien least expected, 
as he often did when it used to be my duty to be 
looking out for him.

HAY-FEVER.

CoA, July 9.—This descase is called in 
books Catarrhus A’stivus, or hay asthma. It is 
an inflammation of the schniderian and mucous 
membranes of the nasal cavities. Its promi- 
nent symptoms are excessive itching of the 
eyes, the pose, and all the air passages, produc- 
ing much sneezing, occurring in paroxysms, 
with a copious discharge from the nostrils, 
pricking sensations in the throat, sometimes 
cough, tightness of the chest, and dif- 
culty of breathing, and sometimes mu- 
cous expecforations. It affects persons of 
certain iajosyneracies only, and in them 
it always comes oo near the same period of the 
year,—wenerally between May and August,—at 
the period when certain grasses are in blossom, 
or any time during the haying season, hence 
callea hay tever.“ A very few persous, 
as compared with the whole population, are 
susceptible or liable to this disease. » This dis- 
order comes rarely except at that season of the 
year, and then attacks persons who are not 
very liable to attacks of catarrn or asthma at 
other seasons, nor from the ordinary causes of 
catarrh. For more than twenty years the un- 
dersigned has suffered from the above-described 
disease. it bad come to be a torment for about 
nine months in the year. incidentally the pa- 
tient was zutroduced to the treatment of hot 
air and electricity, and found that an effectual

Sunsiroke. 


The following report of the New York San- 
itary Committee of the Board of Health . 
sunstroke has been approved and published by 
the Board: 

* Sunstroke is caused by excessive heat, and 
especially if the weather is ‘mucgy.’ It is more 
apt to occur on the second, third, or fourth day 
of a heated term than on tbe first. Loss of 
sleep, worry, excitement, close sleeping-rooms, 
debility, abuse of stimulants, predispose to it. 
lt is more apt to attack those working in the 
sun, and especiaily between the hours of li 
o’ciock ip the morn and 4 in the aiternoon. 
On hot days wear thin clothing. Have as cool 
sleeping-rooins as possible. Avoid loss of sieep, 
avd all unnecessary fatigue. If working in- 
doors, and where there is artificial beat,—iaun- 
dries, etc.,—see that the room is well ventilated. 
It working in the sun, Wear a light hat (not 
biack, as it absorbs heat), straw, etc., and put 
iusiae of it on the head a wet cloth on a large 
green leaf; frequently lift the hat from the 
head and see that the cloth wet. Do 
not check perspiration, but what 
water you need to keep it up, as per- 
spiration prevents the body irom bei 
over Have. whenever posstole, an 
ditional shade, as a thin umbrella, when walk-

Speech of Gov. Wade Hampton. 
By Telegraph to New York Heraid. 
Caaxveston, 8. C., July 5.—Gov. Hampton 
made a noteworthy speech yesterday at à re- 
union in the Village of Blackville, Barnwell 
County, of the veterans of Hart’s Battery, which 
formed a part of his command in the War. The 
gathering was a large one, several thousand 
visitors from various portions of the State be- 
ing present, including many leading men. 
The Governor being loudly called for, ad- 
dressed the assemblage with reference to the 
political future. He said: 


I would tell you that the rs are still im- 
pending. I would assure you that the victory is 
not yet won. I would tell you that upon your 
conduct in the next two years depends whether 
the fruits of that victory shall be enjoyed by our 
children and children's children for generations to 
come, or whether you will allow it to pass from you 
like a worthless bauble. It is for you to choose. If 
you listen to demagogues, if you listen to men who 
subordinate everyth nd to office. to wealth, to 
place, and to power; 1 2 will hearken to ex- 
treme men who will tell you that the glorious 
platform of 1876 was merely a promise to kept 
only to the ear and broken tothe heart,—if you 
listen to those men, thep I say you may as well at 
once relinquish the fight, for South Carolina will 
soon pass again under the rule and to the ruin from 
which she has just emerged, and in the great Presi- 
dential contest of 1880 we shall not only lose our 
own election, but we, the people of South Caro- 
lina, will be the cause of breaking down the Na- 
tional Democracy. [A voice—** We will never do 
.“] You have it all in your own hands. 

You claim to be the banner county of the State 
and your claim is not without right.

There seems, so far as the dispatches would 
indicate, to be verPlittle opposition man: 
ifested on the part of any of the treaty Pow - 
ers. Even Russia, through her Chancellor; 
is reported as being satisfied with the ar. 
rangement,—the declaration being made 
that the Czar has no ambitions to satisfy in 
the direction of Asia, and especially has no 
desire to interfere with British communica, 
tion with her Indian possessions vig 
Southern Armenia and the Euphrates 
Valley. The difficulty which the Brit- 
ish Ministry will have to encounter will be 
found at home. Whether this policy of 
active intervention now inaugurated by 
Braconsrieip will be acceptable to the En- 
glish people, is a question that will be tested 
in an appeal to the country which the British 
Chancellor himself will probably demand 
upon the adjournment of the Berlin Con- 
gress. It is more than likely that the 
Liberal party of England will seize upon the 
opportunity offered by this coup d'etat on 
the part of the Government to make political 
capital by representing this new acquisition 
of power at the East as a venturd of doubt- 
tur expediency, and one which will tend

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE MTHIEVES—SHER- 
MAN’S OPPORTUNITY. 
Some weeks have passed since the mer- 
chants, sitting with the Customs Commis, 
sioners, concluded their labors, and the Gov, 
ernment officers entered upon the task of 
locating the responsibility for a continuance 
of systematic frauds upon the public revenues. 
From that day commercial circles have been 
a-tiptoe with expectation. So thorough had 
been the -investigation,—so plain were the 
footprints of the offenders,—the finding of 
indictments was regarded as a form requiring 
but a few days at most, so that it was confi- 
dently expected the beginning of the new 
fiscal year would witness such decisive 
action on the partof the Secretary of the 
Treasury as would fill the hearts of 
thieves with fear, and vindicate before 
all the world the claims of the Repub, 
licam party to be known as the party 
of reform. The ist of July has come and 
gone, and not a sign has been given at Wash- 
ington. Inquiry shows that the Commis. 
sioners have been industrious; that they 
have reported indictments against the active 
agents of the Ring; and that the nature of 
their final report will probably depend upon 
the manner in which tueir preliminary 
reports are treated at the Treasury Depart. 
ment. Painful rumors about this very mat, | 
ter have already reached us from the East, 
dnd we fear the probable defeat of 
the ends of justice, and the consequent 
triumph of the Ring through neglect of 
prompt action at the Capital. Why should 
Secretary Suerman hesitate? He has at hig 
back the President and an overwhelming 
public sentiment.

rumors is, that Chief TIWolx, well acquainted 
with these various reports, withheld them 
from the present Commission, even after 
Secretary Sueaman had ordered a thorough 
investigation. We give these rumors as they 
reach us from Washington. They have lost 
their importance for the moment in the light 
of an ascertained fact thata report show- 
ing the complicity and responmbility of 
Libron was made by the Commission 
about two weeks ago, and that the Secretary 
of the Treasury not only hesitates to dis- 
charge the head of the Ring whose opera- 
tions deprive the Government of millions of 
revenue aunually, and impose unjust re- 
strictions upon the commerce of Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
and other cities, but refuses to let the re- 
port be,seen until Lypecxer has been tried 
in secret! There is no doubt of his re- 
sponsibility; there is no doubt that his 
removal is the step prerequisite to suc- 
cessful reform, and that if he 
is retained the honorable purpose 
of Secretary Sumaman’s Commission will 
come to naught. Indeed, if Lypscars and 
the score or two of his agents in the Custom- 
House, the Appraiser’s Office, and the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington are not re- 
moved and their places filled with honest 
men, it were better the Brrenam and Hixps 
Commission had never been appointed. 
Failure now under an Administration pledged 
beyond all others to Civil-Service reform is 
to render the New York Ring forever impreg- 
nable. We warn Secretary Sazaman that, if 
this is allowed to be done, his reputation, 
high as it is, will suffer. He cannot—no 
man, however powerful, can—afford to be 
the protector of corrupt officials. 

Much was expected from Secretary Sum- 
man. The prompt manner in which he un- 
dertook the investigation of the customs 
wrongs, and the fullness of his instructions 
to the Commissioners, gave promise of very 
thorough work. Any attempt to compro- 
mise now, after all the charges have been 
sustained, is to make a fatal mistake. A 
good General does not itate when the 
enemy begin to jyiel nor does a 
good statesman pause when radical measures 
are necessary to the preservation of national 
life. Let him not imagine it possible to 
work such a reform with the members and 
agents of the Ringin position. They must 
be driven from place and punished, and men 
of a very different stamp from the Lrorcx- 
ers and Januars called to aid the Secretary 
in the administration of the finances of the 
Government. It is a good time to practice 
the rigid severity of the ancients in civil af- 
fairs, The New York Custom-House Ring is 
our Lernwan hydra, to compass whose de- 
struction it is necessary to follow the wörk 
of the sword with fire. Power and justice 
united are irresistible and command the ad- 
miration of men. 

The civil affairs of the United States are in 
snch critical situation as to require virtue of 
a high’ order in our public men, and the ef- 
fort on their part to bring back to adminis- 
tration of public affairs the unchangeable 
standards of honesty and truth. That being 
done in public places, the masses will be 
moved to virtue. Cut and burn all that is 
corrupt without faltering; otherwise the 
members of our so-called Reform Adminis- 
tration will be like the pergons of the fable 
of Belides, who are said to draw water ina 
bucket full of holes, and, as they labor in 
vain, are pitied of men. 0 


SHAM ECONOMY TO SECURE VOTES. 

A sham to secure votes is what Senator 
Wrxvom calls the Democratic pretense of 

economy in the management of the national 
expenditures, and he completely demon- 
strates the justice of this characterization by 
his statement of the comparative appropria- 
tions under Republican and Derhocratic 
auspices extending over a term of years. Mr. 
Wrxpom is the Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, and his statements 
are in every way trustworthy ; besides, they 
may be readily verified by the annual finance 
reports. 

The Forty-fourth Congress was practically 
in the hands of the Democrats. The Senate 
was Republican, it is true, but the Demo- 
crats had swept the country in 1874, and 
they controlled the House by a majority of 
about ei@hty votes. The House is almost 
dictator in the matter of appropriations, 
since all measures voting away money must 
originate in that branch of Congress. In 
case of an overwhelming majority in the 
House, the Senate is really powerless to 
materially increase or decrease the appropri- 
ations. The Democrats, therefore, took 
credit for the alleged reductions made by 
that Congress, and during the Presidential 
canvass of 1876 it was proclaimed in every 
Democratic néwspaper, by every Democratic 
stump-speaker, and in all the documents 
sent out by Mr. Torx from his Liberty 
Streét Literary Bureau,” that the Demo cratic 
party had the previous year made a saving 
of $40,000,000. Inarecent speech at the 
RAxDaLL banquet in New York, Mr. Hewrrr 
boasted that there was a clear saving” of 
$23,000,000 in the Forty-fourth Congress. 
This was for two years, so that, divided by 
one-half, the actual saving, ‘according to 
present Democratic statements, was #11,- 
500,000 for the year preceding the Presiden- 
tial election, instead of $40,000,000, as the 
Democrats then claimed. But of this $11,- 
500,000, only a parig was a clear saving.” 
Three items, amounting in the aggregate to 
$5,544,983, were mere postponements, and 
not a saving; one was for public buildings 
awaiting completion, another for land-surveys 
necessary to be made sooner or later, and the 
other to pay judgments awarded by the Court 
of Claims. There were other items of the 
same character, either repudiating national 
obligations or postponing necessary public 
works; but, counting only these three, the 
claim of reduction in the appropriations of 
1876 js out down from $40,000,000 to 86,000, - 
000. But the Republicans had been steadily 
reducing expenditures from the year 1868, 
when they amounted to about $230,000,000, 
down to 1875, the year preceding the 
Democratic control of the House, when they 
amounted to only $164,857,813. This steady 
reduction under Republican management 
shows an average annual saving of over 
$9,000,000, as against which the Democratic 
saving of the Forty-fourth Congress was 
only $6,000,000 a year, or $3,000,000 less 
than the Republican average. These are the 
facts as they have come out through the de- 
ficiencies subsequently appropriated, and yet 
the Democrats undoubtedly “secured hun- 
dreds and thousands of votes in the last 
Presidential glection by the false pretense 
that they wefe saving $40,000,000 a year for 
the people!

Neither of the two Democratic Congresses 
will assume the responsibility, but the 
$15,000,000 have been expended all the same. 
Is this retrenchment? The balance of this 
year’s excess is charged upon the Senate, 
because that body is Republican. This pre- 
text would not excuse the Democrats, even 
if it were based on truth, since they control 
the House and must share the responsibility. 
But the fact is that the Senate additions 
amounted to considerably less than the $16,- 
000,000 as alleged; they were something 
over $13,000,000, and consisted of appro- 
priations necessary to save the honor of the 
Government, and prevent enormous defi- 
ciency items for the next Congress. One 
item alone amounted to $5,5)0,000,—the 
Hayfax award,—and the others were as 
necessary as any other features of the bill. 
The true way to determine the relative party 
claim to retrenchment is by averaging yearly 
deficiencies and appropriations. Under this 
rule, the Democratic appropriations during 
two years show a saving of $3,000,000 


hean appropriations during six years preced- 
ing. If we compare the last year of the 
Democratic appropriations (1878-9) with the 

year for which the Republicans appro- 
priated (1875), it is found that the Demo- 
erats have provided for an expenditure of 
$172,069,589, while it cost the Republicans 
for their last year only $164,857,813. That 
is to say, the Democrats are now spending 


over $8,000,000 more a year than the Repub- 


licans were spending at the time the control 
of the House was taken from them. 

It is now. evident that the Democrats en- 
deavored to carry the Presidential election 
by claims to retrenchment which was never 
made. Is not this, in fact, as fraudulent as 
the stuffing of ballot-hoxes and the bull.

THE MONTREAL MUSS. 

The active preparations now being made 
by the Irish population of Moutreal for a 
riot on the 12th have a Indicrous and a seri- 
ous side. That any considerable number of 
men, laying claims to common sense, should 
want to walk on one of the hottest days of 
the year in one of the hottest cities of Amer- 
ica, array themselves in fineries and tramp 
all day long under the broiling sun, with no 
special object in view except to get over as 
much ground as possible, and with no motive 
for doing it exeept the uninteresting histor- 
ical fact that a batthe was fought two hun- 
dred years ago on the same day of the year, 
seems to an outsider simply incomprehensi- 
ble. If this, however, seems incomprehen- 
sible, what are we to think of the action of 
another large part of the population of Mon- 
treal who are so opposed to the peripatetic 
inclinations of the walkers that they are 
bound to go to fighting with guns, pistols, 
clubs, bricks, and bludgeons to prevent 
them from walking, haviug no other motive 
than this same battle of two centuries ago ? 
If anything were lacking to establish the un- 
limited capacity of people for idiocy or the 
imperative demand for the long-threatened 
visit of the fool-killer, the situation in Mon- 
treal supplies it. There is no law, however, 
that forbids a man making a fool of himself. 
The Orangemen of Montreal have a constitu- 


tional right to play the part of idiots, and 


the Ribbonmen have exactly the same 
right, and both classes will probably cxercise 
that right to its fullest extent, though some 
of tliem may pay for it with their own lives, 
and many will carry around battered heads 
for along time as proofs,that the fools are 
not all dead. Assuming, however, the 
idiocy of the whole proceeding, one point is 
clear. The Orangemen have a constitutional 
right to walk on a hot day, if they so desire. 
They have aright to commence at sunrise and 
walk until midnight. They have the right to 
walk one day, two days, a week, or a month. 
They have a right to walk and to keep walk- 
ing until every idiot of the whole lot can 
walk no further. Their opponents have no 
right to stop them from tramping so long as 
their pedestrianism is peaceful, and upon 
this occasion the Orangemen promise to 
carry no arms and to play no party tunes. 
If, therefore, the second lot of idiots attempt 
to interfere with the first lot of fools, for 
the purpose of stopping their lunatic leg- 
work, it is to be hoped that the military au- 
thorities will crush out any riotous demon- 
strations immediately, and see to it that the 
Orangemen tramp as long as they desire. If 
there is no law against walking, then cer- 
tainly the Catholic Irish have no more right 
to interfere with the Orangemen,than the 
Orangemen have to interfere with the walk- 
ing through the mud in March by the Cath- 
olics in honor of their patron saint who 
wrought such remarkable results among the 
frog and snake haunted bogs of Ireland. 
Assuming; the idiocy of both parties; as- 
suming that the Orange Irish have the right 
to walk and that the Ribbon Irish have no 
right to disturb them, it cannot be denied 
that both parties are public nuisances, and 
that they are so regarded by Americans in 
general. Nothing can be more monstrous or 
abhorrent, nothing more in conflict with the 
spirit of the age and the progress of the 
New World, than this transplanting of a mis- 
erable European quarrel two centuries old, 
and its annual renewal in an American city.

THE STATE-HOUSE FRAUD AGAIN: | 

In May, 1877, the Legislature of the State 
of Illinois made an S 8331. 
712.18 to complete State-House, The 
Commissioners of the State-House having 
violated their official oaths, their duty to the 
State, and the confidence reposed in them, 
by expending the money appropriated by the 
Constitution wastefully, and with scandalous 
disregard of law exhausted the sum limited 
by the Constitution for the completion of the 
State-House, leaving a deficiency of some 
$800,000 required to finish the building,—. 
having exhausted all the money authorized 
by the Constitution, and leaving the State in 
debt and the *building incomplete, the 
Legislature had no power to appropriate 
any more money for the State-House 
unless the appropriation was submitted 
toa vote of the people, and approved by 
them. 80 the last Legislature, with all the 
facts before them, was weak enough to 
whitewash by disgraceful apologies the 
Commissioners, instead of impeaching them; 
and the Governor was weak enough to con- 
tinue the Commissioners in office, instead of 
dismissing them, and the Commissioners 
were weak enough to attempt to brazen out 
the affair and bulldoze the State into voting 
additional money to be expended by them. 
So the Commissioners salary-grabbed for 
one year after they had stopped work on the 
building. The Legislature, adopting the 
bulldozing policy, made the appropriation, 
and submitted it to a vote of the peo- 


pple, and the people, at the election 


in November last, rejected the appropria- 
tion by the enormous vote of 308,986 against 
the appropriation, to 80,203 for the job. 
It is due to truth to say that a large part of 
this adverse vote was intended as a direct 
rebuke to the insolence of the Commission- 
ers in retaining office and asking to be in- 
trusted with the expendit of more 
money, and as a rebuke to thé Governor for 
not dismissing and to the Legislature for 
not impeaching the Commissioners. The 
popular judgment upon the conduct of all 
concerned was clearly expressed in the pop- 
ular vote by which the appropriation was re- 
jected. : 

It is now announced that the Governor in- 
tends by proclamation to submit the appro- 
priation to another vote of the people at 
the November election. The law of the 


Legislature contained the following: 


In case that a majority of all the voters voting 
at such election do not vote in favorof the appro- 
priation, the same question may again be submit- 
ted to the legal voters at any subsequent general 
election, on the proclamation of the Governor, the 
notices to ve given and result obtained in the same 
manner as hereinbefore provided. 


As a partial concession to public opinion, 
one of the State-House Commissioners has 
resigned. The other two, however, are not 
of the resigning kind, particularly as their 
salaries will be resumed the moment the ap- 
propriation shall be approved. There was a 
time when the resignation or the conviction 
of the Commissioners might have saved the 
appropriation, but the Legislature as well as 
the Executive support and countenance 
given to the Commissioners has con- 
vinced the people that, even if the 
Commissioners should now resign, they 
would be reappointed again the moment the 
money was voted. It is safe to say that the 
people of Illinois will never vote a dollar for 
the State-House fo be expended or con- 
trolled by the Commissioners who proved so. 
faithless to their trust, and, if Gov. CuLtom 
shall submit that appropriation to the people 
again, it will be rejected by even a greater 
adverse vote than that of November last. 
There must be a now deal at Springfield, and 
the old State-House gang must be displaced 
by men who at least have not shown them- 
selves to be unfit for the trust. 


A SOUTHERN DEMOCRATIC HOWL. 

Elsewhere in this issue of Tun Taisunz 
will be found a first-class howl from the 
Vicksburg Herald, a leading Democratic 
newspaper in the South, in which the 
Nothern Democrats of the last Congress are 
indicted for not doing their duty in voting 
the necessary appropriations for that much- 
neglected section of our country. The lan- 
guage of the article is emphatic and severe, 
and the lash is applied to the cringing backs 
of the Northern Demovrats with a vigor and 
relish that reminds one of the good old days 
of Pro-Slavery rule, when the Southern gen- 
tlemen lorded it over their dough-face allies.

We print this morning two letters on the 
subject of the legality ot coin contraota, or 
of the legal power of persons to make con- 
tracts payable in coin, greenbacks being at the 
time legaltendgr. Both writers are lawyers, 
and, as is natural, take entirely different 
views of the law governing such a case. One 
correspondent at Forest, in this State, denies 
the jurisdiction. of the courts of law to 
enforce such contracts, except in the way of 
assessing damages for the failure of the 
debtor to perform. He denies that a court 
of law can officially know any distinction 
between “‘ dollars.” Our other correspond- 
ent writes from Davenport, Ia, and he 
maintains the full legality of these contracts, 
and cites various authorities. In the case of 
Nesiton vs. Wrison, 12 Warzace, 687, the 
Supreme Court of the United States affirms 
the validity of such contracts in unmistaka- 
ble language. The syllabus of that case 
reads : ’ 

Whea a note is for dollars, payable by its terms 
in spedic, the terms in specie are merely de- 
scriptive of the kind of dollars in which tne note is 
payable, there being more than one kind of dollars 
current recognized by law, and mean that the 
designated number of dollars spall be paid in 80 


many gold or silver dollars of the coinage of the 
United States. 


Tuis decision in 12 Watiace was in 1871, 
and has not been disturbed by the Court. It 
was at the same term ‘at which the Court 
gave its decision in the legal-tender cases.

A SALE OF FINE ANIMALS.

PHILADELPHIA, July 9.—When Leamington, 
the turf king, laid him down to lasting rest, 
Mr. Aristides Welsh, his owner, cut off his tail 
and took a piece of his backbone to keep as 
momentoes of the greatest racing horse the turf 
had ever known.

Gen. Howard Meets the Hostile 
indians and Defeats Them. 


An Ascent as Difficult as That of 
Missionary Ridge. 


Bravery of the Soldiers Com- 
posing His Little Band. 


Five Men Wounded and Twenty Horses 
Killed. 


San Francisco, July 9.—A dispatch received 
atarmy headquarters bere from Gen. Howard, 
dated head of Birch Creek, duly & says that 
he found the Indiaus in force on a height near 
the head of Butte Creek. 

HE ADVANCED IN TWO COLUMNS, 
one under Thockmorton, consisting of two 
companies of artillery, one of infantry, and a 
few volunteers, and the other under Bernard, 
consisting of seven companies of cavalry 
and twenty of Robbins’ scouts. Howard 
accompanied the latter column. Cera 
scouts notified him of the vicimty of hostil es, 
when the cavairy moved forward at a trot over 
three foot-hills each over a mile in ascent. The 
Indians were strongly posted on a rocky crest. 
One company was left with the pac#train, and 
the others deployed aud advanced handsomely 
under a heavy fre. The ascent is described as 
STEEPER THAN THAT AT MISSIONARY RIDGE, 
but not a man broke the ranks, though several 
saddles were emptied and many horses killed. 
The enemy was dnven from this position 
to another height in the rear, of greater eleva- 
and crowned with natural defenses 
of lava rocks. In twenty minutes this position 
was also stormed from different sides at once, 
and a rapid. pursuit commenced of the flying 
Indians, who abandoned horses, provisions, 
ammunition, and camip material. The hostiles 
made for the thick timber crowulng the Blue 
Ridge, and 
MADE ANOTHER STAND, 


but were again dislodged aud pushed four or 


five miles further in the mountains. The rough 
country and great exbaustion of the men and 
horses caused a cessation of the pursuit for to- 
day. In this engagement five enlisted 
men were wounded and about twenty horses 
killed. It is impossible to state the loss of the 
enemy. Their women and children and best 
horses were moved before the fight began, ap- 
pareatiy iu the direction of the Grande Ronde, 
and the hostiles fed in that direction. Officers 
and men behaved in the best possible manner 
throughout the affair, 
IN A BAD FIX. 

Sirver City, July 9.—A dispatch to the Ava- 
lanche from the John Day Valley, speaking of 
the recent depredations there by the savages, 
says the latter are monarchs of all they survey. 
The area of territory now invested by them em- 


braces some 4,000 square miles, combin- 
ing all the natural facilities for a pro- 
longed war. There are hardly eight 


hundred people in Canyon City, and less than 
one hundred of the maie adult population 
armed. The main street of the town is within 
easy rifle range of surrounding eminences, which 
afford numerous points of vantage for an at- 
tacking party, andthe whobdie village is com- 
pletely at the mercy of an inconsiderable nuin- 
ber of savages, were they disposed to sack it. 
The terror-stricken ſuhabitants bave taken ref- 
uge for several days in a huge tunnel, 
built for miniog purposes, which 
affords the only safe retreat in 
the place. John Day Valle, in the immediate 
vicinity, is about sixty-five miles lone, and the 
greater portion of Mf has been completely de- 
vastated by savage hordes. in all of the en- 
gugements that have occurred the savages out- 
numbered the voluntecrs iour to one. Even 
when Howard gets up, bis furce will be wholly 
inadequate to cope successfully with the sau- 
ages.

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WASHBURNE ON MACGAHAN. 
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Cordial Tribute from an Old Friend Mr. 
MacGahana and the Paris Commune—The 
Story of the Correspondent’s Arrest. 
Curcaco, July 2, 1878.— To the Editor of the 

New York Tribune: 1 have read with much in- 

terest, in a late number of your paper, the just 

tribute which your well-known and accomplish- 
ed London correspondent, Mr. Smalley, has 

paid to the brave journalist,” John A. 

MacGahan, whose recent death in Con- 

stantinople hae saddened the hearts.of so mauy 

friends. I knew Mr. MacGahan well. Toa quick 
intelligence and great shrewdness he addéd in- 
domitahle courage and extraordivary enterprise 
and energy. 1 first made his acquaintance 
at Paris, on the breaking out of 

Commune, in March, i871, when he anid, 

Mr. Southworth were attached to the staff 

of the New York era’d under Dr. Hosmer. 

‘The 1 that he ran, the dangers that he con- 

frouted, and the scenes that he witnessed in 

his capacity as a journalist during the whole of 
the bloody reign of the Commune of Paris, 
have all the interest of a romance. With no 
sympathy for he Commune and no respect 
for its coutgolling spirits, he devoted him- 
self to his duty in gathering every infor- 
mation during that frightful period. Holding 
friendly relations with the military and civil 
leaders of that movement of anarenv and biood. 
it is safe to say that he bad a more intelligent 
knowledge of all that was 8 place at 
the time than any man in Paris. rom him 
and Dr. Hosmer, as well as Mr. Souta- 
worth, I obtaived from day to day much 
valuable information which enabled me to keep 
au courant with the passing events. Mr. 

MacGahan was evervwhere aud taking great 

hazards. One day he would be at the front, 

breakfasting with Dombrowski or * Bergeret, 
lui meme, and the next evening, perbaps 

dining with some of the head men of the HoteP 
de Ville. As an American journalist be was 
everywhere well received bv the Communards, 
but had any suspicions arisep against him, his 
life would not have been worth a pin’s fee. 

Mr. Smalley, however, was badly informed 
touching the incident be relates as having taken 
place during the last days of the Commune, and 
where he is revresented as having. surrendered 
himself to a Communist soldier and demanded 
to be taken to a military post of the insurrec- 
tionary National Guard to demand the release 
of two of his friends. this story, singularly 


exaggerated, vrobably Grew out of an affair 
wh actually did take place on the night 
of the 23d of May, 1871, and after the Versailles 


troops had got possession of alt the central part 
of Puris. Relieved from the terror of the Com- 


mune, all the loyal people were filled with rage 
and tndirention against their oppressors. 
A were made richt and left by the 
Ve “troops, of the innocent and 


woiity alike. Mr. MavGahan and Mr. South- 


the . 


worth bad their lodetows at the “Maison 
Giroux,’ Boulevard des Capueiues, where several 
Other Americans were Stupbing. Some slight 
circumstance had directed suspicion against the 
occupants of the apartments in this baiiding. 
Unaware of this, Messrs. MacGahan and South- 
worth, accompanied by two ladies from Ca)ifor- 
nia, went out to dine at a neighboring 

rant at o'clock in the evening. 
They were there arrested by some Ver- 
sailles soldiers and very rudely and hurriedly 
marched through the streets to the military 
headquarters in the Place Vendome, which they 
found incumbered by a van number of Com- 
munard prisoners of the vilest character. 
Late in the evenings Mr. MacG. got word to 
me of what had befallen his party. I lost no 
time in going to their relief. I foundethem pack- 
ed in with the multitude in a dark court hght- 
ed by a single dismal lantern. A8 1 
could not be seen I made, my presence Known by 
my voice. Botb the ladies afd gentlemen ex- 
mbited the utmost sang froid.. MacGahan was 
without his hat, having been marched off so 
suddenly after his arrest that he was not able to 
get it. I at once addressed myself to Gen. 
Douai, who, upon my statement. immediately 
ordered the release of the whole party. He 
expressed much 1 0 at what had happened, 
but said that in the excited state ot 
publfe feeling it was impossible to prevent the 
arrest ct some innocent persons; but that if, 
unfortunately, other Americans should be ar- 
rested, they would be immediately released 
upon my application, unless charred with some 
crime for which they could be justly and legally 
held. lLexpiained the whole matter in one of 
my official dispatches, which is published iu my 
correspondence, which the Senate ordered to be 
priuted last winter. 

Mr. MacGahan always visited me when in 
Paris. The last time be was at the Levation 
before he left the city, he entertained me with 
many incidents of his Commune experience, 
and said if 1 could at any time call at his lodg- 
ings he would place in my bands many curious 
official and wnofficial documents connected 
with the Commune which had fallen into his 
hands. He was soon obliged to leave Paris, 
and it was not my good fortune to receive 
what pe had so kindly promised. I hope they 
are preserved, as I have no doubt they have a 
real historical value. Dr. Hosmer, who was the 
chief of the era d Bureau at Paris during the 
Commune, could give many reminiscences of 
Mr. MacGahan, as well as many incidents of bis 
own experiences, during the reign of terror. I

Justice Morrison fined Anarew Lar- 
son $100 for so cruelly beating a horse that it died. 


In addition to the facts published in Tar 
TrisuNeE of yesterday in reward to the defalcation 
of young Miller, of the Chicago Post-Office, it is 
now stated by officers in charee at the office—and 
the statements are indorsed by Mr. Palmer—that 
the shortage in Miller's account occurred mainly in 
the years 1873 and 1874; and that he has carried 
the amount by the process of manipulation, al- 
ready explained in these columns, from that time 
until] the time he was discharged by the present 
Postmaster. It seems manifest, from this state- 
ment of facta, as gathered at tue Post-Oftice yester- 
day, that Miller, in order to cover up his own 
theft. caused to be carried to the credit 
of John McArthur, in his statement 
of weekly account, from the week 
evding March 10. 1877, about $15,000 more than 
John McArthur’s account was entitled to be cred- 
ited with. So that the matter is simplified to this 
point, that his account with the Auditor for the 
Post-Office Department will have to be reopened, 
and the amount ot the fraudulent credit deducted 
therefrom, and the amount of the credit made 
good in cash, either by McArthur or his bondsmen. 
it is but due to Postmaster Paimer to say that the 
revelation of Miller's crookedness was broucht 
about by his discharge from his position, on gen- 
eral principles, for intemperate habits, This caused 
the recent explosion. If he had been retained he 
might have carried on his crooked proceedings for 
an indefinite period. Mr. Palmer does not seem 
to entertain any fear that he will be called upon to 
make good the deficit. There is simply an amount 
of some $15, 000 standmg against McArthur, repre- 
sented by false vouchers, snd McArthur or his 
bondsmen will have to make it good. Mr. Palmer 
says he has ail the receipts in his possession, and 
he will hold them as vouchers. It is understood 
that the Distriet-Attorney will shortly enter suit 
againat Mr. McArthur, or those who represent 
him, for this additional amount.

The new Custom- House matter afforded but little

them, and selling them fora small consideration 
to the community at large. Woe to that poor man 
with 8 large famnly of hungry children who fails to
